Of  the  same  family  as  gladioli,  montbretias 
are  hardier  and  increase  more  abundantly. 
They  are  adaptable  equally  well  for  cutting, 
if  grown  in  the  field,  or  for  use  in  clumps  in 
the  garden.  There  are  a number  of  old  va- 
rieties, like  Etoile  de  Feu,  Pottsii  and  cro- 
cosmaeflora,  which  have  been  popular  for 
years.  The  flowers  on  these  are,  however, 
small  and  in  no  way  comparable  to  those  car- 
ried on  such  greatly  improved  varieties  as 
George  Davison,  King  Edmund,  Golden  West, 
and  Lord  Nelson.
